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OUR “POST-BELLUM ARMY, - 


[Dy. BAJOR CECIL BATTINE.} 


Like -the problems -of _. demobilisation, 
‘| the needs of a reorganised army are now 
insistently pressing for attention. The 
Indian hot weather bogins. in April, and 
the problem of relioving, At any rate, 
}some of the troops who now garrison the 
Eastern Empire, as well a6 the field 
armics of Syrian and Mesopotamia, can 
not long be deferred. Sinee the Govern- 
ment proclaimed heforo the General, Elee- 
tion that conscription would lapec with 
the war, the scheme for recruiting the 
post-bellum army, or ‘atleast that’ part | 
of it which is liable to foreign service, 
must be voluntary ¢nlistment. No ne.can 
say how popular or otherwise military’ 
service is likely to bo with what we may 
call the recruit class, but there is good 
reason to expect a fair response to 
fair offer, if in the future # fair offer 
is made. 

The causes which militated against re 
cruiting in the past were partly those 
known to all the world, and partly those 
discovered by the soldier after enlist- 
ment; sickness contracted in the SerVice 
by healthy Inds and induced by lifo in 
the tropics, broke many constitutions. 
The period of Indian service, without 
leave home, was unreasonably long; life 


a 


in somo cantonments was exasporatingly 
monotonous, and the military routine 
calculated to deaden rather than to 
sharpen the wits. Not only have the con- 
ditions of pay been discreditably inade- 
quate, but’ deductions were mnde which 
were not expected by the soldier on enlist. 
ment, and which he consequently resent- 
ed. The notorious drawbacks’ of the 
Army were, perhaps, more detrimental 


to reerniting, and are likely to reecive 
more attention in the era of reform; but

INFANTRY OF THB LINE. 


The conditions’ of service in the Regular 
Army before the war varied with each 
branch of the Service, but the line con- 
stituted about onc-half of it, and was the 
moat difficult to rooruit ; therefore it may | 
well bo chosen as typical of the needs of 
the Army;.and, in order to understand 
the requirements of the War Office for 
the near future, some sketch of the con- | 
ditions under which the infantry served 
before the war will be of use. Infantry 
recruits were enlisted at 18 years of age, 
but were not drafted to the regiments tn 
India until they accomplished their 20th 
year, or at least such was the pledge 
given to Parliament, because the mortal- 
ity of young Jads under 20 through the 
Indian climate was at one time terrible. 
In reality, boys under 18 were accep’ 
by the recruitin; authorities when num- 
bers were short by the subterfuge of giv- 
ing the wrong age, a procedure which’ 
was condoned and almost encouraged by 
the War Office to fill up their depots. 
Thus many youths went to India at 19. 

even younger. 


¥ the period of enlistment was for seven 
years with the Colours and for five years 
with the Reserve, #ith the proviso that 
if the soldier happened to be in. India’ 
when the seventh year expired, or in case 
of any etnergency he might be-kept eight 
_| years with the Colours. As a rule, sol- 
| diers were discharged ‘carly’ in the eighth 
year qf their sorvice. The rate of pay 
Yyaried with rank and qualifications, but 
began at 1s. 2d. per diem. The great 
majority of soldiers never received more 
than 2s, and although non-commissioned 
officers were paid up to 48a day, no, 


one gained much until they reached the : 


rank of sergeant, owing to the expenses 
of the corporals’ "mess, badges, and so 
forth. The soldier was housed, clothed, 
and fed, and fairly well by comparison 
with his standard of comfort in civil 
life in those days. In the infantry, at 
any rate, his work wns generally light, 
though this varied with the garrison, the 
regiment, the number of men available 
for fatigue duties, and so forth, Much 
luck entered into his lot. In some 
stations, such as York and Colchester, 
soldiers enjoyed the social lea- 
sures by which many of them had been 
tempted to enlist-in the shape of con- 
genial female society when arrayed in 
scarlet and blue; otherg found - them- 
selves far from towns, and were very dull. 


HOME SERVICE. 


‘Thus it happened ‘that the young sol- 
dier generally spent the first two—and 
sometimes three—years of his military: 
life in o battalion at Aldershot or in 
Treland. For the first six or nine months 
he was put through a course of recruits’. 
‘training, which included’ gymnastic and 

hysicnl’ instruction on sound lines. | 

‘hese Inds benefited rapidly by the open- 
air life, the active ckercise, regular hours, 
and wholesome food, so that, having at- 
tnined their 20th year, they were fit to 
take their places in the drafte for India, 
which wero despatched betwoon Qetobor lat 
and March Ist, co a3 to arrive before 
the torridheat began. Sometimes these two 
years wore thoroughly enjoyed, but owing 
to tho shadow of war which hung over the 
country after 1911, and tho consequent i9- 
tenue training of tho Home Army ot 
young soldiors got an overdone of marohs 
ing about and manmuvring for tho ib- 
struction of renior officers and Btafks.

A not rationed. But you tell him that he 


seems to be doing pretty well, and be 
will retort that living costs more, and 
that he wants extra money out of the 
profits he is told are going about. 
During the war it is said that the 
colliers have not shown much interest in 
War-saving schemes. Undoubtedly thoy 
spend freely. As one shopkeeper put it 
to me, “they dress well, and they feed 
well.” The Welsh miner takes a pride 
in himeelf, and buys plenty of good 
clothes, with a special suit to go to chapel 
in on Sundays. Only the best boot- 
leathery will do for him. The younger 
men may affect. the extreme, and they cer 
tainly have a wondorful taste in caps, but 
their suits and averconts are of the best 
quality, bought regardless of cost. Then, 


again, these people expect their full 
ration of food and a bit more, and the 
oxéllenge of their tables might surprise 
workers in other industries. Poultry is 
easily disposed of in the mining valleys, 
a bird costing 18s. tc 2bs. being no un- 
common dish to set before the Rhondda 
collier.
